SHOCK 70 ALL BUROPE, 


JAPAN’S STRENGTH ASTOUNDS 
THE OLD WORLD POWERS. 


Unbroken Line of Victories Won by the 
Mikado’s Generals and Admirals 
Tends to Lower Russia's Prestige 
Believed in Paris That Fall of Port 


for Terms—Peace Is Far in the 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
‘LONDON, June 4.—Japan’s unbroker and 
overwhelming success is producing some cu- 


rious effects on European opinion. Conti- 


nental sympathies have been largely pro- 
Russian, coupfed until a week ago with the 
conviction that the war soon would demon- 
strate the military superiority of Russian 


arms. 


It was especially feared in financial circles 
‘that such a disillusionment as was afford- 
ed by the storming of the heights of Nanshan 
would demoralize France and cause serious 
collapses on the bourse. The real effect 
has been curiously different. The complete- 
ness of the Russian disaster seems to have 
created’ the impression that peace is not far 
off. Burope, apparently, has suddenly 


| Jumped to the conclusion that Port Arthur 


soon will fall, and Russia, rather than carry 
on a useless war, will sue for terms. This 
reversal of opinion throughout the continent 
seems almost universal among ordinary ob- 
servers. 

Russian Prestige Is Waning. 
Nor is there much sympathy wasted upon 
Russia. Her prestige has well nigh van- 
ished, and with it has gone that mingled 
awe and respect which constituted her 
greatness in European eyes. 

English and American opinion was pre- 
pared for Japan's sudden leap into equality 
with any master of arms known to the mod- 
ern world: To Europe the revelation has 
con #6 an utter surprise. This momentous 
event is. awerted almost without resent- 
ment or without apprehension, despite Rus- 
Salis studied attempts in anticipation to 
‘arouge a fear of the yellow peril among the 
western nations. Togo’s earlier naval suc- 
cesses caused a serious disturbance. Then 
came the decisive display of his country’ 8 
supremacy in the art of war at the Yalu. 
Nowhere outside of Russia is the credit for 
Japan's marvelous achievement at Kinchou 
stinted or questioned. It is even conceded 
by most military authorities that the Japa- 
nese succeeded where the best European 
troops would have flinched and failed. 


Peace Is Far Off. 

When it comes. to the question 3 
peace diplomatic opinion is not in accord 
with that of the general observers, It is ad- 
mitted that Port Arthur probably will soon 
fall. It is. even expected that Kouropatkin. 
Will be crushed, or at best driven in demoral- 
{ged retreat to Harbin. Diplomatists are 
eonvinced, however, that Russia cannot un- 
seek peace. It is 

argued that the only means by which such a 
result could be reached would be by the ar- 
| bitraty act of the czar, and such a move 
probably would be followed by his Wen 
tion, voluntary or coerced. 

Evidence accumulates of a grave el 
tiohary spirit throughout Russia. The war 
-has not served to pacify or unite the coun- 
try. National disaster has not aroused patri- 
| otiem, although for that matter the masses 
are quite ignorant of the extent of the hu- 
miliatiofi of Russian arms. 


No Chance for an Uprising. 

It is impossible, however, to perceive any 
chance of success in violent uprisings. All 
the troops sent to the front continue from the 
reservists, whose time has expired and who 
ba ve been recalled to the colors. The regular 
troops are retained in European Russia for 
use against any revolutionary movement. 
They are go distributed that nowhere is there 
any personal sympathy between the rank and 
file and the population of the district where 
they are stationed. 

An armed populace, no matter how desper- 
ately rebéllicus, is utterly helpless under 
such circumstances. Nevertheless, the whole- 
gale secret ondemnations, executions, and 
| disappearances continue, until there .s a veri- 
table reign of terror in many districts. 

It is quite true that there is a good deal of

Dr. Wada described how decks were made 
slippery with blood. He saw small bits of 
flesh and bone scattered everywhere. He 
stumbled over an arm here, a leg there. The 
flesh was often torn from the bodies. Noth- 
ing but a high explosive shell cotid have 
produced such effects. 
The wounds caused by the- 
worse than those caused by oid fashioned 
shells and shrapnels. If a man hit is lucky 
enough not to be killed he stands a good 
chance of getting off unhurt or ondy slightly 
‘wounded. Two sailors stood on the bridge

It was oné of those 
shells provided with a fuse, taking effect not

Wherever the resistance is sufficient to al- 
ter the speed ever so little the shell is ex- 
ploded. The petty officer was blown into 
atoms.. Absolutely nothing was found of 


to him, was blown to pieces, only one arm 
being found afterwards. The two sailors 
who stdod a little way off from the explosion | 
were badly mangled. Capt. Rudnieff, who | 
stood a little further off, was only slightly 
wounded in the head by small fragments. 

In the old style shells the fragments of the 
outer walls and the inner rings were meant 
to kill and wound. The explosive was there. 
merely to burst the shell and give additiona] 
impetus to the fragments. In the new.shells 
the explosive itself is meant to kill, the 
function of the shell being simply to convey 
the explosive to the desired spot. Referring 
to the numerous cases of suppuration of 
wounds caused by pieces of clothing enter- 
ing with fragments of shell, Dr. Wada. sug- 
_ gests that every government make it the 
rule of the navy that when a fight is ex- 
pected every man shall have his body well 
washed and his clothes disinfected. “ Hap- 
pily it is the rule of the men of our army and 
navy always to go into battle in their newest 
and cleanest uniforms. This is not because 
of sanitary considerations, but it works the 
right way, all the same.”

Sewer 4 1-4 Miles in Length. 

Many of the city officials attended the ex- 
ercises. 

The sewer just completed is four and one- 
quarter miles in Jength. It has a diameter 
of from 16 to feet, and will drain 12,000 
acres of territory. The mains are part ot᷑ the 
system that includes the conduit extending 
in Thirty-ninth street from the lake to the 
Halsted street slip, which will empty sewage 
into the drainage canal. The sewer has fur- 
nished employment to a daily average of 
250 men and has taken 32.000.000 bricks, 
made at the bridewell, the Thirty-ninth 
street conduit requiring 30,000,000 bricks. 

When the six pumps at the Thirty-ninth 
street station are completed in Febryary 
it is estimated that they ‘will have a maxi- 
mum capacity of 1,000,000 gallons of water 
and sewage a minute, or four times the 
pumping capacity of the city water works. 
By July 1 two temporary pumps will be 
working. and with a capacity of 7,000 gallons 
a minute they will partly relieve a territory 
that has been without a sewage outlet. The 
Thirty-ninth street station will represent 
an expense of $1,000,000, and the two sewer 
systems between Seventy-fifth and Ninety- 
fifth streets, to be started within the next 
year, will require an outlay of nearly $2,000,- 
000 more. 

The north side in pting sewer system, 
with a conduit that will empty into the river 
at Lawrence avenue, is still a matter of liti- 
gation, but the city officials are hopeful 
that matters will be adjusted so that the 
work can be resumed this year by day labor.

He quoted from board re- 
ports to show that this normal school, found- 
©@ in 1856, was closed in 1877 owing to finan- 
olal difficulties, and that from that year to 
1803 there was no normal school in Chicago, 
the new teachers being inadequately trained 
by a faulty cadet system. He declared that 
in 1808 the normal school was reéstablished, 
with temporary quarters in the Thomas 
Hoyne ol.

LoNpON, June 4. — The controversy 
aroused“ here over the Palma affair has 
brought to a climax a long series of unpleas-

Americans resident in the united kingdom 
have come to dread the visit of any American 
team.

The Chicago National bank was con- 
ceived in politics. Its history is an exposé 
of the long continued intrigue between polit- 
ical interests and business interests in this 
city. | 

In 1879 John R. Walsh bécame a member 
of the south park board. In 1880 Martin 
J. Russell, Walsh’s newspaper editor, be- 
came a member of the board. Since that 
time there has been no interruption of the 


personal relationship between the board and 


the bank. At present John R. Walsh, pres- 
ident of the bank, is treasurer of the board; 
William Best, director of the bank, is a 


member of the board; and Lyman A. Wal- 


ton, vice president of the Equitable Trust 


company, which is a feature of the bank, is | 


likewise a member of the board, leaving 
three members for the general public. 

The first large deposit which the Chicago 
National bank acquired was that of the 
south park board. For years this deposit 


was confined by litigation to the vaults of 


the bank and formed a fund from which 
loans were issued, interest collected, and the 
prosperity of the bank established. 

Then Walsh, a democrat, began signing 
treaties with his republican allies. Fred- 
erick M. Blount became an official of the 
bank. He is now vice president. In 1884 
he was treasurer of the west park board. 
Today he is still treasurer of the west park 


board. The funds of the west park board 


go, therefore, for first lodgment to the Chi- 
cago National bank. | 
To Frederick M. Blount was soon added 


‘John M. Smyth. Smyth is today a director. 


of the bank, and, with Blount, the bank’s 
republican face. He and his west side 
comrades, Lorimer, Mamer, and Clark, 
cause Walsh’s influence to be felt in repub- 
lican nominations. 

The democratic column, in its present 
alignment, marched in at the time of the 
Ogden gas ordinances. Walsh and Smyth 
are now directors of the Ogden Gas com- 
pany. So are Thomas Gahan and Roger 
Sullivan. When Mayor Harrison failed to 
sign the ordinance which would have al- 
lowed the Ogden Gas company to complete 
its blackmailing, buccaneering venture by 
selling out to the People’s Gas Light and 
Coke company, the Gahan and Sullivan de- 
mocracy seceded from the administration 
and assumed its present position, with all 
the accompanying tactical advantages, 
under the lee de of the Chicago National 
bank. 

‘The Ogden gas ordinances were also re- 
sponsible for the change in Walsh’s political 
philosophy with regard to the proper func- 
tions of such bodies as the Munfcipal Voters’ 
league. Walsh's newspaper, the Chronicle, 
had thought that the league was a force for 
civic righteousness. It had said so frequent- 
ly and emphatically. But when the league 
opposed the second Ogden gas ordinance, 
when it tuitously interfered with the 
consolidation of the two gas companies, 
when it stubbornly stood in the way of a 
financial enterprise in which Walsh was 
interested, the Chronicle saw that imperti- 
nent reformers would undermine the re- 
public. Since that sudden illumination the 
Chronicle has walked in the light and has 
fearlessly _sgposed the unscrupulous deeds 
of the n of Darkness who, instead of 
confin themselves to after dinner lauda- 
tions of municipal reform, intrude them- 
selves into the active consideration of spe- 
cific municipal measures. | 

The endless chain was now complete. The 
republican links were Blount, Smyth, Lori- 
mer, Jamieson, Hanecy, especially Hanecy, 
and others similar. The democratic links 
were Sullivan, Gahan, Hopkins, Brennan, 
especially Brennan, and others similar.

JOHN CALDWELL CALHOUN. 
‘This is the fourth of the monthly editorial 
articles on American “statesmen, 

“The south! the poor south! God knows 
what will become of her!” So Calhoun, 
dying, summed up his whole agonized life. 
In the, counts against slavery there is none 
more likely to wring the heart of the future 
than that it drove this archangel of purity 
and of intellect into sectional revolt and po- 


litical damnation. 


He began his life with the intention of 
consolidating the union. From 1811 to 1817, 
as a member of the house of representa- 
tives, the first captives of his bow and spear 
were the men who dared to oppose puny 
constitutional quibbles to the adoption ot 
such measures as would unify and fortify 


the United States of America against the 


world. He favored a national bank be- 
cause it would mean a comprehensive inter- 
state financial system. He favored a-pro- 
tective tariff because it would develop man- 
ufactures, establish home markets, and re- 
sult in national economicindependence. He 
favored internal improvements like roads 
and canals because they would enmesh the 
states in a web of commercial inteteburse. 
To those who held that these things found 
no authorization in the constitution he was 
almost contemptuous in his hostility. 

The levers which first stirred him from 
this position were the tariff bills of 1824 
and of 1828. Up to the time of those bills 
he had not perceived that the economic di- 
versity between freedom and slavery made 
unity of interest between the north and 
south forever impossible. Now he began to 
acquire that insight and that foresight 
which brought from John Stuart Mill the 
remark that “ Calhoun has displayed pow- 
ers as a speculative thinker superior to 
those of any other man in American politics 
since the author of the Federalist.” 

Slavery, said Calhoun, is an institution 
which establishes an economic antagonism 


between communities which have it and com- 


munities which do not haveit. A high pro- 
tective tariff, for instance, is good for the 
north and bad for the south. If the north 
be allowed by means of its numerical su- 
periority in the house of representatives con- 
tinually to override the south the tyranny of 
majority rule annihilates freedom. A whole 


section of the country is sacrificed year after 


year to the vampire prosperity of a more 
populous section. In what respect does such 
a situation differ from the plundering of 
weak Ireland by strong England? The 
north, by reason of interests unified within 
itself, is a nation. The south, by reason of 
essential and permanent incompatibility 
with those interests, is another nation. For 
the north to govern the south through nu- 
merical superiority would differ in form but 
not in effect from foreign conquest by fire 
and sword. 

_It was necessary, therefore, that the 
minority nation which the tariff injured 


should be able to prevent itself from being 


reduced to poverty by the majority nation 
which the tariff enriched. From this dis- 


covery dates Calhoun’s subtle study of the 


constitution. From this discovery dates his 
conviction that in the constitution there 
could be found the minority remedies of nu)- 
lification and of secession. | 

Certainly no political economist will deny 
that between a slaveholding community and 
a nonslaveholding community there is the 
economic antagonism which Calhoun divined 
and proclaimed. But what shall be said of 
the constitutional minority remedies which 
Calhoun suggested? Is the constitution a 
„compact between “ sovereign states? 
When that compact is violated by the enact- 
ment of an unconstitutional law such as 


the tariff of 1824, may the sovereign state 


of South Carolina refuse to permit enforce- 


ment within its boundaries? 


Frankly and humbly it must be confessed 


“that to the lay reader the legal contro- 


versy between Calhoun and Webster is as 
mystifying as the eternal theological war- 
fare between predestination and free will. 


Next to the Athanasian creed, the American 
constitution, with its signatory states and 


its irrevocable union, with its distinct parts 
and its indistinguishable whole, is the great- 
est metaphysical exercise evér contrived. 
All that the lay reader can say is that what- 
ever the men of 1789 may have had in mind 
the United States by 1832 had become one 
nation destined by the good destiny of man 
to expunge slavery from its shield and to 
spread freedom over a large and constantly 
expanding section of the surface of the 
globe. This was a fact. 

But Calhoun’s contention was also a fact. 


Read his startling anticipation of the agony | 


and ignominy of the days of reconstruction. 
Then it will be easy to understand why the 
south could not summon up the moral cour- 
age to plunge into such a period of struggle 
with an enfranchised inferior race. It had 
got the bull by the horn, and it could not 
let go until it was torn away. 
Therefore Calhoun took his stand upon 
these principles: The south cannot abolish 
slavery; the north must cease to foment dis- 
union by agitating against slavery; the in- 
terests of a slave holding community are 
contrary to those of a nonslave holding com- 


mifnity; if the north becomes stronger than 


the south it will enforce its interests against 
the interests of the south; a balance must be 
maintained; with every free state a slave 
state must be admitted to the union; if pos- 
sible, there should be a president elected by 
each section, and no bill should become a 
law until it had feceived the signature of 
each of these chief executives. 

For twenty years the seer of American 
polities tried on this basis to preserve slav- 
ery without destroying the unjon. He was 
wrecked on the fact that the north, by con- 


viction, continued a slavery agitation which 
drove the south to an aggression on the 


territories of the northwest, which in turn 
drove the north to the election of Lincoln, 
Slavery was wrong. This was the only 
thing that Calhoun could not see. There- 
fore he perished the most tragic and the 


most pathetic figure in the annals of his 
country. 


THE WAR DURING THE WEEK. 


During the last week there was little 


news from the far east, and in the war col- 
umns of the newspapers history gave way 
to speculation. The only events recorded 
were several skirmishes between the out- 


posts of Kuroki’s army, which is concen- 


trated at Fengwangcheng, and Cossacks 
thrown forth as feelers from the Russians 
at Motien pass, midway between Feng- 
wangcheng and Liaoyang. The skirmishes 
were intended only to develop the position 
of the enemy, and signify nothing, as is 
evident from the small numberof casualties 
resulting from them. Other skirmishes oc- 


curred between Cossacks and the rear guard | 


of Gen. Oku’s army at Vangenfuchu, about 


forty miles north of Kinchou on the rail- | 


road. Casualties slight and honors easy. 

Later news of the storming of Kinchou 
and Nanshan hill shows that the Japanese 
lost 4,300 men in that success. To lose 
4,300 men in the taking of an outpost may 
seem at first to be magnificent, though not 
war. However, the taking of the hill seems 
to have géven the Japanese a clear road to 
the gates of Port Arthur, and to have en- 
abled them to take Dalny and its fine har- 
bor without a struggle. In view of these 
later events, the taking of Nanshan hill 
may turn out, after all, to have been as wise 
as it was courageous. 


The two questions which are most thor- 


oughly agitating the prophets at present 
concern the Russian fleet in Port Arthur 
and Kouropatkin’s reported attempt to raise 


a siege of that town. 


If the Japs seem about to storm the line 
to Port Arthur will the Russian fleet make 
a run for it? The result of this run would 
be the destruction of the Russians, but also 
the severe crippling of the Japanese fleet. 
which would open the way for the Baltic 
squadron’s appearance in oriental waters. 
If the Russian ships staid in the harbor their 
fleet would be destroyed just the same, but 
no coincident damage would be done the 
Japanese. There is one consideration in 
this respect which must not be overlooked. 
It is reported that the big naval guns have 
been removed from the ships and stationed 
in the land fortresses. If this is true the 
guns could hardly be got back to the ships 
in time for a sudden rush to sea. ) 

Win Kouropatkin try to relieve Port 
Arthur? If he doeg He must march down 
the railroad from his present position at 


Liaoyang and strike Oku in the rear. It is 


fair to suppose that Oku has fortified his 
rear, and his baseis, of course, safe, because 
his base is the sea. If Kouropätkin marched 
in any force southward from Liaoyang his 
left flank would be exposed to attack from 
the third Japanese army at Takushan, which 
is under command of Lieut: Gen. Nodzu, 
while his rear would be open to a simul- 
taneous attack from Gen. Kuroki, whose 
forces are now concentrated at Fengwang- 


cheng. That is the situation as sized up by 


military experts.

P'The most important was the appropriation 
of $1,000 by the board to go into the cam- 
paign fund for the furtherance of the con- 
stitutional amendment by which Chicago will 
be able to secure a new charter. Ina strict- 
ly real estate way, one of the most interest- | 
ing features of the meeting was the move- 
ment begun against the unlicensed real es- 
tate operators in Chicago. The authorities 
are to be asked to protect those brokers 
who pay for licenses against the competi- 
tion of the unlicensed brokers. The city will 
be asked to make the latter pay or stop 
doing business. 
Says Only 200 Are Licensed. 
The matter was brought up by Thomas H. 
Kelley, who said he had been looking into 
the subject and had been surprised to find 
that hardly more than 200 of the several . 
thousand classed in the ,directory as real 
estate agents had taken out the license re- 
qul law. He declared it was a great 
injustice to those agents who had paid their 
money for licenses and that it was the duty 


against the competition of unlicensed bro- 
kers, many of whom have no other office 
than under their hats. | 


Mr. Kelley also included in the list those 


who' should be compelled to take out li- 
censes the lawyers doing a real estate bro- 
kerage business. 

After a brief discussion the matter was re- 
ferred to a special committee of three, con- 
sisting of Mr. Kelley, George Birkhoff Jr., 
and President Ismond, with instructions to 
report at the September meeting of the 
board. 


Complains of Ignoring Brokers. 

Another matter of interest in a. business 
way was the complaint made by George 
Birkhoff Jr. against the methods of certain 
brokers in dealing directly with the owners 
of property, especially non-resident owners 
and ignoring brokers having these properties 
in charge, so as to escape dividing commis- 


Mr. Birkhoff declared the abuse to be a 
growing one and that it was the duty of the 
board to take energetic action. The matter 
wads referred to the reference committee. 


Declare Amendment Necessity. 

The fact that the appropriation of $1,000 
by the board to the fund in behalf of the 
charter revision represented just one-fifth 
the total income of the board from its dues 
serves to emphasize in a striking degree the 
importance which the board attaches to the 
movement. 
During the discussion several speakers said 
the matter was of the most vital importance 
to the future welfare of Chicago. The opin- 
ion was expressed that if the other elvie 
bodies ‘interested in the matter contributed 
as liberally an ample campaign fund would 
be raised. 

The constitut 


ional amendment committee, 
which, tokether with the board of directors, 
recommended the eontribution, expressed the 
opinion in its report that a total campaign 
fund of at least $50,000 should be raised. 
Mr. Birkhoff said the board could not spend 
money to better advantage, and that, if nec- 
essary, he would be in favor of having it con- 
tribute $2,500. He said the amendment’s 
great importance could not be overestimat- 
ed, and that it was a matter for which the 
board had earnestly labored for years. 
Wyllys W. Baird, the chairman of the 
committee, expressed the hope that other 
organizations interested. in the movement 
would follow the pace set by the board. He 
said it would take a good deal of money to 
conduct a campaign which should secure the 
interest and support of the lethargic voters.

LOAN FUNDS EXCEED DEMAND. 


Four Per Cent Transactions Increase, 
but the Prevailing Outside 
: Rate Is Five. 


Practically unchanged conditions are re- 
ported in the real estate loan market, the 
supply of funds being more than ample to 
meet the demand, while rates generally are 
held firmly. There has been, however, a 
tendency toward shading rates on central 
business securities, as evidenced by the in- 
creasing number of 4 per cent loans filed for 
record. It is probably safe to say, however, 
that the prevailing rate is 4% per cent. 

On outside loans 5 per cent is the rule for 
the best class, reaching 5% on less desira- 
ble securities. :

STOCKS wits EXTREMELY DULL 


Government Report Showing Increase 
of 10 Per Cent in Cotton Acreage 
Causes Further Break in Staple. 


NEW YORK, June 4.—{Special.J—The 
most important news which came to hand 
during today's short business session was 
the government's report upon the state of 
the cotton crop. The figures published by 
the department of agriculture showed Lhe 
present c8ndition of the crop to be 83 per 
cent, against 74 per cent for the correspond- 
ing period last year. The increase in acre- 
age is nearly 10 per cent. This intelligence 
led to a further sharp break in the cotton 
market and might well have had more ef- 
fect upon the prices of securities than was 
evident. 

The stock market, while steady in all quar- 
ters, remained extremely dull. Yesterday's 
animation in Reading and other anthracite 
coal shares was repeated this morning on 
heavy concentrated . purchases; Reading 
leading at the outset of trading.

WILLIAM RICE’S LARGE : ESTATE. 


Some of the Texas Heirs to the $8,000,- 
000 Left Have Received Their 
Legacies. 


Galveston, Tex.—While there may be some 
delay in the settlement of the William M. 
Rice estate, a number of the heirs of the 
deceased millionaire resident in Houston 
have received checks for various. amounts 
and are.now out of the controversy. The 
money, amounting to $500,000, was distrib- 
uted by check from the office of Baker, Botts, 
Garwood & Parker. 

Close to $4,000,000 will eventually go to 
the trustees of the Rice Polytechnic insti- 
tute, and when the money is available work 
on the buildings, accoutrements, and selec- 
tion of a faculty will commence. 

Mr. James A. Baker. one of the executors, 
refused to give out any statement for pub- 
lication further than to admit that a partial 
settlement had been effected. He declined 
to give out the amounts each had received. 

The will, filed for probate in New York 
has been received, and is now on file with 
the clerk of the County court in Houston. 
An order to this effect was recorded on May 
11. Nothing else is shown. 

Mr. Baker stated that a number of mat- 
ters were yet to be adjusted before a com- 
plete settlement of the estate could be ef- 
fected. He thought that it would be several 
weeks before anything definite in the mat- 
ter could be formally given out. 

The fact that the distribution of the estate, 

valued at $8,000,000, has commenced, indi- 
cates that matters are fast shaping them- 
selves to a culmination and that the legal 
problems hinging upon the murder of the 
millionaire in New York City, under the 
contests by numbers of heirs, are now as 
good as settled. The Rice institute will was 
some time ago declared valid by the New 
York courts.

He told how the late 
lamented had dazzled New York society 
with her beauty, charm, and. accomplish- 
ments, and how much her death was to be 
regretted. In the matter of regret I vas 
ready to agree with the writer, but I objected 
to being listed with the late lamented.“ 
and said so in a letter to thé editor of the 
paper. I intimated that the report of my 
death had been grossly exaggerated. 


But I realized that the report was not en- 
tirely without reason, for when I went to 
Arizona a year ago it was with the firm con- 
viction that I had at the most only a féw 
months to live. I left New York with a for- 
lorn hope. I had been told that I was a vic- 
tim of tuberculosis and that I could not re- 
cover. Life, might be prolonged, I was ad- 
vised, if I sought the climate of the south- 
west, but that was the best that I could ex- 


pect. 

On reaching Phcenix I was in such a weak- 
ened condition that my death was regarded 
as a question of days. But in face of the fact 
that I was strongly urged to go to a hospital 
I refused to do so. I announced that I had 
come all the way to Arizona to die and the 
next day found me buying an outfit and pre- 
paring for a long period of camp life. 


It Best Medicine. 

A few days later, mounted on the hurri- 
ean deck of a burro, I set out to the west 
ward under the guidance of a Navajo In- 
Cian and his sQuaw. For a whole year I lived 
in the open. In rainy weather I had the 
ehe'ter of my Indian tepee; when it was 
ciear I had the sky for a roof. Roughing 
it agreed with me from the first. I had 
thrown away all of my medicine bottles. 

Most of the year I spent in the mountains. 
slept on the ground and depended for my 
food ok the game I and mx Indian guide 
silled from day to day. I soon became skili- 
*ul in the use of the rifie and revolver. I 
say now that it was the virtue of necessity.

It was a year of adventure for me. I slew 
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tarantulas and centipedes and rattlers, and 
took pot shots at coyotes that howled about 
camp of nights, and kept me awake. 

Once I brought down a deér at 800 yards. 
Another time I tried to make a captive of a 
small bear cub, but changed my mind and 
made tracks toward camp when I saw the 
mother bear coming home for family inspec- 
tion. I told my friends afterward that I had 
never lost a bear, anyway, and aida’ t see 
why I should hunt for one.

Modern methods of excavating for buildings become 


more interesting and an empty wagon suspended in air thirty

spectators for the day show a sharp rise in numbers and in- 
terest. From the corners of Dearborn and Monroe streets

web of steel. At such a time business comes more nearly 
stopping in the sight of the picture than it might were 4 4-11 
fire raging there. The crowds are not so large as would be at 
a fire, but for those who look it has all the fire’s fascinations. 
The chance of the man's fall—the dizziness of the heights— 
the diminutiveness of man as compared to his work-—all have 
the allurements that appeal to the man with the least flexible 
of necks.

Strychnine, for instance, ig ente 
some degree into nearly 50 per cent of the 
Chicago prescriptions of today, indicating 
with the certainty ofa barometer that nerv- 

disorders are on the tncrease out of pro- 
ion to other ills But to many persons 
who recbsnize “ strychnia " ag written in the 
Gers prescription, and who have become 
accustomed to seeing it there, it may still be 
gartiing enough to be told that prussic acid 
ia the pharmacopelia is taking a new and more 
frequent place in the physician’s formula 
against disease. 

Prussic or hy@Srocyanic acid is recognized 
% perhaps the most active and dangerous 
nin the world. The fact that the physi- 

Aan of today is writing hydrocyanic acid into 
prescriptions, and putting after the name of 
the poison the mark of measure that max be 
blotted a little. or not quite plain as to chir- 
ography, 1s enough to startle the invalid who 
dose not know how it is hedged about in the 
preacription counter, and in even the labora- 
tory producing the acid. 

In the laboratory putting the acid into the 

acopela, the layman may think he has 
reassurances in the formula on the bottles 
showing that the liquid is only 2 per cent of 
hydrocyanic acid and 98 per cent water, 
when he is told that only three drops of this 
water entering into a preecription is the limit 
‘to te considered by the drug clerk, he may 
at tea again. 
Double Check on Prescriptions. 

Rut it is here that the pharmacy laws 
check the doctor, and the pharmacist who

Or, if one pharmacist mistakenly should fill 
it, his brother pharmacist, checking him, 
could not fall to stop the preparation. 
mere keeping of these poigonis in stock 
is one of the troudiles ot the drug store em- 
ployés. Prussic acid’ is the most trouble- 
some of the list, however, for the reason 
of its extreme volatilenesgs, despite its 98 
cent of water. For keeping it bottles 
with extremely small necks are used, the 
giass being of a deep amber. When the 
bottle has been filled it is corked tightly 
and tied over with impervious tissues, turned 
upside down, and putawayinthedark. The 
drug is transparent, colorless, and has the 
odor of peach kernels. Tasting it. the first 
impression is that of coolness, changing rap- 
idly to an irritation that is intolerable. One 
drop of this fluid in a prescription ig the 
average quantity. 


Delicate Seales for Strychnine. 

Strychnine as it is kept on the shelves isin 
the proportion of ene grain of poison to ten 
grains of milk sugar. It is not trusted in 
stock in crystals. There are scales in the 
modern pharmacy that will register one- 
fortieth of a grain, but they are not used in 
these poisons. One-sixteenth of a grain of 
strychnine is close to the maximum dose in a 
prescription, ranging downward to a hun- 
dredth part ofa grain. Itis a drug naturally 
creating depression after taking, and this ig

Stories are told of individuals so far ha- 
bituated to the drug that they may take 
thirty grains of morphine without danger. 


Cocaine Most Carefully Restricted. 

Cocaine, as an anesthetic, has brought a 
train of flends in its wake since it was 
discovered, fifteen years ago or more. In 
prescriptions for the eye and the ear this 
arug enters into at least one-fifth of the 
number. The misuse of the drug, however, 
has led to restrictions ih Chicago concerning 
Its use more than are imposed upon any 
other. When a physician has written a pre-

Make Carbolic Acid Weak. 

Carbolie acid is one of the best known of all 
the poisons named in this article, and yet 
there are few people who know that it enters 
into prescriptions to any appreciable extent. 
Ad poison it causes perhaps the most pain- 
ful death of any drug in the pharmacopeia, 
burning and searing the mouth and esdph- 
agus and stomach like so much molten fron. 
As it has been so easy to reach by the suicide 
in recent years the law has hedged its sale 
in Chicago in great measure. The druggist 
may no longer keep it in more than a 8 per 
cent solution. Of-the chemically pure solu- 
tion not more than three @rops of the acid, 
‘Giluted, may be taken into thé stomach 
through a prescription. 

A pecullarity of carbolic acid is that one- 
ird of its quantity taken of glycerin and 
Another third taken of alcohol bring about 
Chemical changes until it no longer is a 


“As to these poisons made up in prescrip- 
Gone,” said a Washington street pharmacist, 
W6 ge, more of them containing strychnine 
tham any other. Next to strychnine we get 
argenic, and after arsenic belladonna, mor- 
Paine, cocaine, and chloral in their order. 
Or@inarily these poisons are kept in a par- 
Uewlar poison cabinet and in bottles of pe- 
cullar make and shade, so that there can be 
HO chance of mistake. Then, with one clerk 
checking the other; and both looking after 
thé figures of the doctor, it is pretty safe to 
Say that nobody will be poisoned through a 
store prescription.”

Books Laundered. 


| Publie Library Puts 7. housands of 
Volumes in New Dress Yearly. 


LARGE room on the first floor of the 
Chicago Public Library building re- 
minds one of a laundry with solled 
clothes at one end and washed and 
froned ones at the other. Two or 
three long, wide tables are covered with 
books, torn, frayed, and dirty. Other tables 
and rows of shelves are filled with volumes 
just from the bindery, in spick span, new 


roon, or red backs; not as gaudy or as gilty 


and substantial. 

Last year 3,000 volumes were reclaimed and 
réclad, and this year 6,000 will be. Most of 
them are novels, an occasional] history or 
work on practical arts feeling as lost in the 
tattered rank of fiction as a pedigreed dog 
among the curs of the pound. The original 
binding seldom lasts more than six months. 
But stout boarde in place of cloth is sub- 
stituted, and the leather backs instead of 
cloth ones. The thread is much stronger, and 
each token or cluster of pages is sewed 
separately, so that the renovated book of this 
grade and sort lasts four or;five times as 
long as it did in its original covers. Each 
new book costs an average of 85 cents, and 
its new suit 35 cents, or, taking into account 
its longer endurance, about 9 cents. 

The chief damage done is the tearing of the 
leaves, the tearing of the covers from the 
leaves, the soll, and the writing in them. 
The writing mainly consists of comment 
upon the book, either in praise or blame. 
“Lovely book.” “ Fine story.” “ Be sure 
and read it.“ “ Ien’t she just lovely?” “I 
think Reginald is a splendid fellow.“ Just 
too fine for anything.“ Adverse judgments 
are briefer and less explicit. Bum and 
No good sums it up. 

These commentaries have all to be erased, 
which is sometimes made impossible by their 
being written in indelible ink. Occasionally 
the character of the book provokes contro- 
versial inscriptions. Books in favor of seces- 
sion excite emphatic protests from union 
readers. The history of Belle Boyd.“ the 
spy. has been fearfully marked up with 
frank opinions of her secession proclivities. 
Protestants and Catholics also give vent to 
their sentiments in regard to each other's 
creed and conduct. So do those of socialistic 
or anarchistic beliefs. when the rare chance 
of their presence in fiction offers. Frequent- 
ly these voluntary commentators are satis- 
fied to draw a line under the obnoxious text 
and set a question or interrogation mark in 
the margin. These expositions are general- 
ly In poor writing, bad spelling, and bad Eng- 


profane. 

Two or three damaged books are kept as 
curiosities. One is a history, by Senator’ 
Lodge of Massachusétts. It was run over 
by the wheel of a street car and a hundred 
odd pages cut sheer across diagonally. An- 
other is a copy of the United States Official 
Register, from which some one while in the 
library was able undetected to cut over 400 
pages containing the list of postoffices and 
postmasters in the United States, probably 
for a mailing let. Many of the books are 
badly stained with the compound of mud 


When a book has been defaced or d, 
but is not yet far gone enough for rebind- 
ing, the ons who draws it from the library 
after the defects have been seen, is protected 
by a stamped line reading: “ 145 to 
153 of this book were cut out to 
June 15, 1004," or whatever the date may 
have been.

Hundreds of feet below ran the under- 
ground river—a great stream that wanders 
up the valley and then disappears in a huge 
cave in the side of the mountain—a ¢ave 
where the crystalline deposits shone like dia- 


monds in the dim light. And there are gold 


and copper mines in the mountain. 


Witnesses Storming of Bacolod. 
Much has been written about the Moros, 
their polygamy and their slaves. The whole 
subject is a familiar one to all American 
readers. The newspapers, too, have told all 
about the battles of Capt. John J. Pershing, 
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Mr. Landor wae with the fighting Twenty 
seventh infantry in one of. Pershing s fam- 
ous campaigns, and witnessed the storming 
of Fort Bacolod—an incident worthy of the 
best traditions of the American army. 

Fort Bacolod was on a high point of rocks 
jutting out into the sea. To approach it from 
the land side the American soldiers had to 
charge over a fleld full of treacherous pits 
and mazes of sharply pointed bamboo stakes. 
Then there was a ditch thirty-five feet deep 
and thirty feet across, entirely surrounding 
the fort. After this the stone walls rose 
perpendicularly sixteen feet high. 

Yet the American soldiers, led by Capt. 
Pershing, carried Fort Bacolod by s 
crossing the huge ditch andswarming up the 
sides of the fort and over the top, fighting 
their way, hand to hand, into the center of 
the stronghold. No wonder that President 
Roosevelt made especial mention of Capt. 
Pershing in his annual message to congress,

They throw their 
babies into the sea when they ery, and mix 
salt with honey before they eat it. 

The Bagobos, men and women, wear tight 
trousers and short hair, and are the remnants 
of the cannibal tribe of Mindanao. Even 
now they are addicted to human sacrifices, 
but practice the rite with the greatest se- 
crecy. 

Mr. Landor was in the Philippines 260 days 
and in that time he traveled on foot or horse- 
back, by canoe, raft, or steamer, 16,000 miles. 
He mingled with hundreds of different tribes, 
and never found it necessary to carry a 
weapon or travel with a guard.

and the improved methods of sclente 
loyed to counteract the deadly plague; 
any of the most prominent physicians in 
the United States have been quietly at work 
in their laboratories and private hospitals

HE coming this country dt Car- 
dinal Satolli, recently papal delegate 
at Washington, will be marked by one 
of the most elaborate wedding cere- 
monies ever seen outside of Rome. 
The bride will be Miss Margaret Maloney, 
a small, slim, brown haired, brown eyed 
Philadelphia girl. The bridegroom will be 
Carbery Ritchie, a young lawyer of Wash- 
ington, D. C. 


ed by the bishop of Trenton, will perform the 
ceremony, with their highnesses, Cardinal 
Gibbons of Baltimore and Satolli of Rome, 
and iis grace, the archbishop of New York, 
witnessing. 

The ceremony will take place in St. Cather- 
ine’s Memorial church at Spring Lake, N. J., 
which was built at the cost of half a million 
dollars by the bride’s father in memory of his 
eldest daughter, Catherine Maloney, who 
died on an Atlantic liner five years ago. In 
official dignity and churchly splendor the 
wedding will eclipse any ceremony of the 
kind heretofore witnessed in America. 


Unequaled Outside of Rome. 


To have a papal duke perform a wedding 
ceremony is a high honor for a bride in the 
United States, but to have two papal prin 
with several archbishops and bishops to 
ticipate in such an affair, is unheard of out- 
side of the holy city, and has seldom been 
equaled there. 

Besides having the full Roman. Catholic 
wedding ceremonial, which is rarely per- 
formed even in Europe, and then only when 
crowned heads are the principals, Miss 
Maloney will be attended by fifteen bride- 
maids, 100 flower girls, and several score of 
pages, each of whom will have a part in the 
elaborate proceedings before and after the 
religious ceremony. 

The girl to be so exceptionally honored isa 
daughter of Martin Maloney; financier, in- 
ventor, but, above all, loyal Catholic. A few 
years ago he was a poor Irish lad just from 
the County Tipperary, Ireland, who had emi- 
grated to the new world in search of fortune 
if not fame. Both he has succeedéd in secur- 
ing. He attained fame and the basis of his 
great fortune by the inventing of the fish- 
tall burner for electric lights. Subsequent- 
ly he became a power in the electric and trac- 
tion combination of Philadelphia and other 
cities. And that is not all, for he has gained 
title as well, as a short time before his death 
Pope Leo XIII. created Mr. Maloney a mar- 
quis of the Holy Roman empire as a reward 
for his lavish generosity towards his church. 

When the agitation against religious orders 
broke out in France Mr. Maloney was in Eu- 
rope. When the decree of expulsion was is- 
sued he is credited with purchasing and put- 
ting in his own name several French con- 
vents. One of them was the home of the sis- 
ters of Notre Dame. Another near Paris was 
maintained by the Order of the Sacred Heart. 

When this act became known to Pope Leo 
XIII. he asked, Who is this gentleman, 
Martin Maloney? The pope put the ques- 
tion to every American priest who visited the 
vatican.” Finally some one from Pennsyl- 
vania informed Leo of the identity and his- 
tory of the Philadelphian.. The pope ex- 
pressed a desire to confer some honor on Mr. 
Maloney, and he was created a papal mar- 
quis, having precedence over many of the 
older nobles of Rome, He has since reno- 
vated many churches and liquidated their 


debts.

Probably the Lord Granville who was 
one of our ambassadors at Paris, and who 
died close on sixty years ago, could not have 
told-how many scores of thousands of dollars 
he had lost at the card table. When he was 
in Paris he would make frequent excursions 
to London, spend a few days and nights gam- 
bling at Crockford’s or White’s, and return 
to his duties ‘ with light heart and a light 
pocket.’ He was one of the four peers—the 
others were Lords Chesterfield, Sefton, and 
Foley—who once lost half a million dollars 
between sunset and dawn. 


Prince Lost $4,000,000 in Youth. 

George IV., when prince of Wales, is said 
to have lost $4,000,000, principally at cards, 
before he was 21; and he was compelled to 
marry the unhappy Caroline as a condition 
of having his gambling debts paid. William 
III. was a terrible gambler, and lost enor- 
mous sums at the basset table. At one sit- | 
ting he paid over $20,000, which so disturbed 
his mental balance that on the following 
morning, when a gentleman rode in front of 
him on the raceground, he slashed at him 
with his whip—‘the only blow,“ a satirist 
said, that he had struck for supremacy in 
his kingdom.’ 

“Henry VIII. was such an infatuated 
gamester that he ‘ gambled away the famous 
Jesus Campanile bell at St. Paul’s, with the 
great folkmote bell that summoned the as- 
semblies of the citizens, with a throw of the 
dice at hazard, to Sir Miles Patridge, who 
pulled it down.’ Henry IV. of France was an 
inveterate and unlucky eard player, as the 
following extracts from his letters to Sully 
indicate: ‘I have lost at play 22,000 pistoles 
(220,000 livres); I beg you to pay them direct- 
ly to Faidean, that he may distribute them to 
the persons to whom I owe them.“ And 
again: Pay M. Edouard, Portuguese, 51,000 
livres on account of what I owe him at play.“ 


From Millionadre to Debtor’s Prison. 


Volumes might be written on royal gam- 
blers, their winnings and losings, but these, 
after all, are eclipsed by those of much less 
important personages. Mr. John Bland 
squandered an enormous fortune at hazard, 
losing $160,000 in a few hours at a London 
gaming house; Charles James Fox ruined 
himself at Almack’s club before he was 80; 
for years Lord Thanet’s losses at cards aver- 
aged $200,000 every twelve months; while 
John Mytton, after throwing $2,500,000 away 
at the card table, died a debtor in King’s 
Bench prison before he had reached his for- 

“Lord Hastings, whose career was 80 
meteoric and tragic, and who, it will be re- 
membered, dropped $500,000 over a single 
race, used to amuse himself in the hours he | 
could spare from the turf by cutting cards 
for $1,000 a cut and throwing dice for $50 
atime. In later days a man who made him- 
self notorious by getting throu a large 
fortune in an incredibly short time lost 
$150,000 in a single night's play at Goodwood; 
and in ten minutes he once paid over $50,000 

at chemin-de-fer.

As the war went on Burr Mitchell tound 
opportunity at Holly Springs, Miss., to 
break away from his master and join the 
One Hundred and First [Illinois regiment, 
where he served until finally he was emanci- 
pated. Then, drifting with the currents of 
the idle, but bond free, blacks of the time, 
he found his way to St. Louis. He had been 


a famous cotton. picker and he did not like 


the climate of Missouri. Turning his face 
toward the old home he went back down the 
river to De Soto county, facing his old mas- 
ters and mistresses and not unwelcomed for 
the reason that he had not stolen from them 
and fied, as others had done after the war. 
Plenty of the old people were there to 
“holp” him, and making cotton crops on 
shares he cleared $1,600, with which he made 
a payment on a farm. 

Two miles from Robinson's crossroads the 
freeman settled down to work, asking only 
the privilege of working with his hands. It 
is one of the delights of his retrospections 
how the old man who was his neighbor, find- 
ing him carrying rails on his shoulders with 
which to lay fence, sent a boy with oxen and 
wagon the next day wherewith to haul them; 
how when this man Humphrey, afterward 
looking for help to clear his cotton fields of 
weeds, returned one night to find that 
Mitchell and some of his in the brick - 
yard on the farm already had plowed the 
fields clean. 


Loses Fortune Through Politics. 

Making brick and building chimneys, pay- 
ing his hands with money loaned by this 
white neighbor, Mitchell prospered until he 
had six quarters for his workmen, mules, 
eighty head of cattle, and 100 head of hogs. 
Then one fateful night he was invited to a 
democratic meeting in the schoolhouse, where 
he went against his will, and where he spoke 
against it. When he was done, Mitchell de- 
scribes how one of his white friends came up 
to him and said: You done tole a lie about 
the dimmycrats, but you did give em a hot 
talk.” Within a week Mitchell, finding « 
notice posted on his gate, left the farm with 
his wife in the night, having only his hat on 
his head. 

He went to Memphis. Tramping again, he 
found a southern friend who had confidence 
in his face. This man, keeper of a livery 
stable, allowed him to sleep in the hay. An 
irishwoman, keeper of a restaurant, gave 
him eredit for a few weeks’ board. He had

stern, old fashioned southern man told him of

Never Loses Terror of Law. 


Strenuousness again seemed likely to undo 
Mitchell. In his woodyard he often sawed 
wood far into the night, disturbing a 
wealthy Italian’ who had a big house next 
door. He was threatened, but worked on 
until one day he was summoned to appear 
in the police court before Mayor Porter. 
Mitchell’s description of his terrors of the 
law is full of pathos, even today. He found 
himself suddenly at the feet of the mayor, 
holding to his knees and asking not to be sent 
to prison. He could hardly believe his ear» 
when he heard the Italian reprimanded and 
sent out of court, while the mayor turned 
to him with inquiries. On the spot Dr. 
Porter suggested him for the Job of hauling 
forty cars of rock for sewer building, and 
within a few days the work came to him, 
Mitchell working his own teams and hiring 
others as necessary. 

- Yellow fever struck Memphis in 1878. 

Mitchell had a yard full of wood when his 
friend Ennis died of the fever, with no deed 
or contract showing Mitchell's title to the 
yard.. The probating of the estate drove 
him out. Dr. Porter, mayor of Memphis, 
came to his aid, asking him to bid for the 
cleaning of thirty-six miles of sewers fol- 
lowing the plague. Mitchell protested that 
‘he did not know how to bid, but the bid was 
made for him, a fraction of a cent under 
the other lowest figure, and Mitchell got the 
job. It was a new work for him, and, while 
it was a big work, with the mayor’s friends 
‘on his bonds, it made a small profit for the 
contractor:
